faced the problem with un- 
common zeal. As a, result 
of a recent inquiry under 
the direction of a supreme 
court justice, it was discov- 
ered that there were doctors 
who were willing to report, 
and actually did report, on 
cases they had never seen 
in the promotion of damage 
suits for "fictitious injuries." 
Practices of this sort would 
naturally come under the 
jurisdiction, pf the courts, 
but'it would seem that the 
medical . profession 
itself 


should take the initiative in 
driving, from its ranks mem- 
bers guitly of this form of 
malpractice. 
The authorities have done 
pretty well in recent years 
in dealing with quacks, but 
the combination of medical 
and legal shysters'is a still 
greater menace to society, 
for it strikes at the root of 
justice and is calculated to 
bring the processes of the 
courts into disrepute.

SESSIONJATDRDAY 


SECOND SESSION OF CO- 
OPERATIVE PROGRAM AT- 


TENDED BY MANY 


Terracing and willlness on the 
part of the farmer to engage in a 
co-operative program occupied those 
attending the afternoon session of 
the "soil building" program pre- 
sented at the Chamber of Com- 
merce Saturday. A round-table dis- 
cussion of farm problems closed 
the day. 
Joe Cooper, agricultural agent of 
the Texas Power and Light com- 
pany, urged the representatives of 
the agricultural Interests to take 
advantage of (he 
experience of 
others, and take steps to remedy-a 
situation that is becoming more 
and more serious each year, «s 
the soil fertility continues to be de- 
pleted. 
He described, some of the root 
rot experiments that are being con- 
ducted at the Temple exp riment 
station, which showed the value of 
clean cultivation ana keeping the 
crops clean of weeds at ill times. 
C. L. Wilson, dairying expert for 
the Texas Power and Light com- 
pany, emphasized the 'values of 
good dairy stock on the farm, and 
pointed out that the cow could 
make make a money-crop out of 
the cover crop or legumes. He 
stressed the up-breeding of 
the 
stock and proper feetfng. .assert- 
ed that the use of legume bay-would 
entail a saving of one-third of the

due to be heard from because they 
were the ones who suffered most 
from the saloon, and he asserted 
that the "wet newsDapers and liq- 
uor Interests" were due to hear 
from the women. He compliment- 
i 


ed Rev. Williams 
for his coura- 
geous statement of the issues in 
the fi*ht. 


"It is the authority of righteous- 
ness and truth — dwelling in God's 
true servants, often in the humblest 
walks of life. From the days of 
Aristotle right 
on 
through 
the 
teachings of Edmund Burke, Rous- 
seau, Mazinni, and our own Wash- 
ington, the greatest political phil- 
osophers of all times have taught 
that morality is the onlv enduring 
foundation of states and that re- 
ligion is the only dependable crea- 
tor and preserver of morality. This 
being true.I submit that, since mor- 
al and spiritual issues are the real- 
ly great and important issues of 
the present campaign, all America 
has the right to expect vigorous 
and aggressive leadership from the 
preachers. 
When a cold blooded 


effort is beng made to nullify right- 
eous Jaw ,to re-enthrone the legalis- 
ed liquor traffic, unless the preach- 
ers do speak out, they are recreant 
to their high calling and traitors to 
their sacred trusts." 
Three Great Presidents. 


America has had onlv three great 


presidents since the Civil War, Dr. 
Straton declared, one furnished by 
the 
Republicans — Teddy 
Roose- 


velt — and two bv the Democrats, 
Grovcr Cleveland 
and Woodrow 


Wilson. All of them were Rigan- 
Uc men, mentally and morally. 


He declared that lie -was an In- 


dependent by nature, but that he 
had always thrown his fortunes 
with those of tho Democrats, be- 
cause he was born and reared in 
the South and felt that the needs 
and problems of 'the South would 
get better attention from that par- 
ty. He declared that his conscience 
had hurt him several times when 
he voted the Democratic ticket In 
New York, 


It is vcrv significant, too, he de- 


clared that those -two erreat Demo- 
cratic leaders were elected 
on^y 


after a stern ilsht against Tan> 
manv Hall, tho force tu"-t is back- 
incr Smith in his present campaign. 


Ho continued his address by nar- 


ratjmr a number of scenes from the 
1912 convention in which Bryan 
turned the tide with" the aid 
of 
Texas to Wood row Wilson, because 
he woulcl not vote alone with Tam- 
manv Hall. Straton declared that 
Tarhmanv Hall had been termed 
"organized corruption," and that it 
was the more dangerous because 
it was organized. 
The greatest 


possible danger to the South, he 
continued, would come from an al- 
liance with the vice- and llauor in- 
terests of the North, which would 
ruin the South, and set it back 
100 years to progress. 
He declared that ho came to. the 


South on his speaking tour be- 
cause he wanted to. and he did not 
come in a millionaire liquor deal- 
er's private car, with a luxurious 
retinue more fit for a Roman em- 
peror. 
"Thomrh Gov. Smith' challenged 
me in New York to a loint discus- 
sion of his record, and though I 
accepted the challenge promptly 
and have since renewed1 it repeat- 
,edly, even following him to Okla- 
homa to cct the opportunity, he 
has evidently 'run to cover.' " 
Would Debate Smith. 
The New York minister charged 
that before Smith had ever 'com- 
pleted the itinerary for his speak- 
insr tour and had decided on Okla- 
homa Citv. the auditorium (had 
been rented for Sept. 21 and 22\for 
'the Straton speeches, and when the 
governor secured the \hall for the 
2Qth. the minister had moved up 
hla schedule and had offered 
to 
share the time with Smith on the 
21st if the nominee would share 
the time on the 20th. He declared 
that Smith had evaded the issue 
and had induJced in a "harangue 
that- was an insult to the people* of 
the South, and suited better for the 
Fourth Ward on New York's East 
Side." 
He chareed the governor with 
having evaded the moral issues in- 
the campaign and directed his at- 
tack on Senator Owens, whom he 
knew to be 1000 miles away, fee* 
cause he knew that if he mention- 
ed the moral issues or the minister 
that he would firet an instant reply 
since the preacher was seated on 
the platform not twenty feet away 
from him. 
As a member of the executive 
committee of the -Anti-Saloon or- 
ganization of New York, and as a 
member of the council of the Lord's 
Day Alliance, Dr. Straton asserted 
that he had been in a position to 
secure knowledge concerning the 
record ,of Gov. Smith, but that he 
was not directine anv part of his 
campaign at the man, but at his 
official record. 
No Personal Attack. 
He declared that he had n«v«r 


directed a personal 
attack on 
Smith, and that he would reply to 
his critics in Dallas, ' who 
had 
twisted his speech delivered there 
last Sunday, with something more 
than words bv instituting 
against them, tocludtefci* V 
.., as 


trip. He declared that there were 
some people in Dallas who were 
printing lies for which they would 
have to answer, and that he was 
putting the newspapers of the state 
on notice that thev would have to 
answer for the re-publication of 
the "lies." . 


Declaring that he had slung no 


mud, 
and that he had contented 
himself with pointing at the KOV- 
ernor's public record as an official, 
asesrted that the 
reason 
why 
"mud" had entered the campaign 
was because all of Smith's record 
was fiiled with mud. 


In order to determine what sort 


of a public man he was, Straton 
said that he had determined to find 
out what the man stood for and 
what he opposed and then it would 
be impossible to make a mistake 
in judging him. He then launched 
into a comparison of the early his- 
tory of Hoover and Smith. He as- 
serted that Smith wa» due fircat 
credit that he was not worse be- 
cause of the environment In which

"speaker admitted that Smith had a 
personal magnetism that aided him 
greatly in his career.

Was Murphy's Idea. 
He declarer that it was Charles 


Murphy's idea to make Smith pres- 
ident of the United States in 1924, 
but when that was defeated, wires 
were laid and for the past' four 
years men have been put forward 
in all sections of the country 
to 


stand for Smith when the proper 
time came. 
The speaker offered 


to send a pamphlet to anyone who 
would send for it. containing the 
record of the Governor on certain 
issues, the correspondence between 
the two men. and copies of 
the 


three sermons which he had deliv- 
ered against the governor from hia 
pulpit. 


Continuing; 
"What Governor Smith has stood 
for: 


"In 1904- as a legislator he voted 
to enforce hotel bars into over 300 
dry towns, and make. hotels inde- 
pendent of town JocaJ opt'an elec- 
tions, and by thus robbing the pop- 
ular vote of a part of its effect, to 
nullify the town local option fea- 
ture of the liquor law. In 1907 he 
voted with the saloons to keep the 
local option bills strangled in the 
Excise Committee. In 1909 he in- 
troduced and pushed a bill t< per- 
mit hotel bars within church and 
school zones. "The Citizens Union" 
a non-partisan organization of busi- 
ness men this year said of Smith: 
"He made one of the worst records 
of the session." In 1911 he voted 
for the Walker bill 
increasing 
hours for sale of Uquors and for 
the Sulivan bill opening up prohi- 
bited zones about churches and 
schools to hotel bars. In 1912 he 
voted for the Hackett bill to make 
it harder to convict ct New York 
City liquor dealer for violating the 
law, 
and the Citizens Union said 


of him "Majority leader Smith on 
most issues of importance stood 
against the public Interests." 
In 
1913 he enginereed the passage of 
the -McCue bill emasculating a sa- 
loon ratio section of liquor tax law, 
and, as Speaker helped in a des- 
perate effort to legalize Sunday sa- 
ioona in New York City. In 1920 as 
Governor he aided and signed a biil 
legalizing the sale of beer which 
was declared unconstitutional by 
the supreme court In 1923 he was 
chiefly responsible; for the repeal 
of the state prohibition law, 
Voted For Saloons. 
"We thus see that his whole rec- 
ord has been for the saloons. What 
has he been against? In 1004 he 
voted against the 
bill 
adding 
strength to the enforcement of the 
laws against gambling.. In 1905 he 
voted agains tthe 
Prentice 
bill 
which was Intended to run out the 
houses of ill fame protected under 
the Raines law. In 1907 of him the 
Citizens* Union of New York said: 
"He viciously opposed the anti-race 
bill to his lasting dishonor.? In 
190S he voted Against the bill in- 
tended to aid In enforcing the T- 
quor law. In 1910 he voted against 
a bill that would allow local option 
In clUes, and again in 1911 and 1912 
he voted against similar bill*. 
"In 1913 when a sneaker he. had 
the privilege of appointing from 
all over the- state 13 men on the 
Assembly Excise Committee which 
had charge of the liqu> * bills, he 
appointed eight of them from Tam- 
many Hall, and- four others who 
were wet 
During this year the 
Citizen's Union 
sai" 
"Speaker 
Smith executed tne orders with the 
machine." During 1914 he voted 
against, bills granting <oea!' option 
to cities, city sub-dTvUlons 
anJ 
counties. During this year the Citi- 
zen's Union said: "Smith and cer- 
tain associates were 
active and 
able, chiefly in . support of objec- 
tionable measures, and seldom' u«ed 
their influence on the side of pub- 
lic interests or on behalf of the de- 
sirable measures." In 1915 Gover- 
nor Smith who now, shout* loud 
for a referendum on 
the liquor 
question throughout

then voted against allowing 'such a 
referendum in bis own state. 
In 
1923 he was again*' tthe Mullen- 
Gage enforcement *aw, the 'only 
law, -upon the state statutes tup- 
porting the Eighteenth Amendment 
which he as Governor has sworn to 
"preserve, protect ana defend." 
Dr. Straton said 
that foe bad 
been asked 
if be believed that 
Smith would, .take tbe, a*me stand 
as a man a,nd a father, and be bad 
been forced to answer "No," in all 
justice— but he asserted that as a 
public man, Smith had always sup- 
ported the evils.

over his books In preparation to 
turn them over 
to a temporary 


treasurer. 
It was later discovered 
that a man answering his descrip- 
tion, had served a term in the fed- 
eivl prison at Atlanta for misuse 
of the mails, and a five months 
sentence in the Clinton, Mo., jail. 
He was located here three days 


ago, bxit the arrest was not made 
until fingerprint records, identifi- 
cation circulars and a picture of 
the missing treasurer were obtain- 
ed from St. Paul, Minn., authori- 
ties. 
Admits Identity. 


Authorities said he readily ad- 


mitted his identity 
and said he 
would waive extradition proceed- 
ings.

He registered un- 
der the name of F. It. Lewis, repre- 
senting himself as a manufacturer 
of breakfast foods.

Dr. Luther Rice 
Christie, president of the Mission 
board, and W. W. Gaines, attorney 
for the board, expressed warm ap- 
preciation of the work of 'the Cana- 
dian officers.

counts was expressed by Mr, Walk- 
er, who pointed to the fact that un- 
der the Georgia law embezzlement 
is punishable by relatively short 
sentences.

Sales of department stores in the 
larger cities were 11 percent larg- 
er than the previous month, and 
wholesale distribution 
showed a 


seasonal increase, the report goes 
on. A substantial amount of the 
district's funds is being employed 
In the New York call money mar- 
ket and there is a marked trend 
toward centralization of financing 
by large corporations in the dis- 
trict.

Southeastern Oklahoma also shows 
considerable deterioration due to 
dry weather and insect) activity. 
Feed Crops, Sufficient 
Although earlier prospects for 


feed crops have been reduced, most 
sections will produce a sufficient 
supply for next year's needs, ac- 
cording to the ' bank's summary. 
The Texas corn crop, based on Sep- 
tember 
1 condition, indicates a 


yield of 101,871,000 bushels compar- 
ed with 119,347 in 1927. Grain sor- 
ghums promise a yield of only 51,- 
274,000 bushels 
compared 
to 
a 
prospect of 64,344,000 bushels on 
Aug. 1. No change Is Indicated in 
the rice crop, with an indicated 
production of 6,092,000.bushels. 


Sowing of fall wheat has started 
in Northwest Texas and prospects 
are that acreage seeded this year 
will exceed the 2,629,000 acres sown 
last fall. 
Concerning t livestock, the report 


says: 
"In Northwest, West, and West- 


Center Texas, 
New 
Mexicb and 
Southeastern 
Arizona, 
conditions 


are fair to excellent, with ranges in 
some sections in a better condition 
than in many years. In this area 
rains have been plentiful, grass has 
grown rapidly and there is an am- 
ple supply of stock water. Pastur- 
age in most of these sections will 
be sufficient to carry the stock 
through the winter. In the South 
and Coast sections of Texas, ranges 
are very dry, grass is short and 
stock water is low. In these sec- 
tions prospects 'for winter pastur- 
age are very poor, but reports in- 
dicate there is sufficient feed avail- 
able for stock on hand. While more 
rain is needed in most sections of 
East and Central- Texas to pro- 
vide adequate fall and winter feed, 
hay and feed crops generally- are 
plentiful In those localities where 
rain has been sufficient. In. those 
sections where range conditions ate 
good, there Is an active demand for 
all classes of livestock, and 
the 
market continues strong." 
Lumber Shipments Heavy. 
Shipments of lumber from pine 
mills exceeded production In Au- 
guct and were the heaviest of any 
previous month in recenj. years, 
the report continues. Stocks held 
at the c*lose of the month were re- 
duced below normal for the first 
time since last December. 
As to petroleum, the summary 
said in part: 


"Total production In crude oil in

Texas reported a decline of 26,353 
barrels In daily average production 
and Central West Texas showed a 
recession of 3,297 barrels. Only a 
slight variation was noted in pro- 
duction of each of the East Cen- 
tral, Texas Coastal, and Southwest 
Texas regions, the net difference of 
the three, regions being only '390 
barrels larger In dally average out- 
put than In July; - / 


"A gradual decline In field work

Tone Held Friendly.

The Daily Telegraph again

ed in. a position of manifest disad- 
vantage." * 
Four Classes Ships. 
Such a

Would result from an application 
of the French-English accord. From 
the British 
note outlining ' 'he 
agreement he drew the conclusion 
that the limitations to .be determin- 
ed on the basis of the accord would 
deal with four classes of war ships:- 
capltal ships; aircraft carriers or 
more than 10,000 tons; surface ves- 
eels of or below 10,000 tons with 
guns of from six to eight inches In 
Calibre, and submarines of more 
than 600 tons. 
The note went on to point out 
that the first two classes were pro-

For 
fighting purposes, ,he asserted, ves- 
sels of this description have a high 
combat value, particularly to a na- 
tion possessing 
well distributed 
naval vessels. 
"The limitation of only such sur- 
face vessels as are restricted in 
class 3, of the draft 
agreement, 
that Is cruisers of or below 10,000 
tons, armed with guns of 
more 
than six inch or up to .eight Inch 
calibre," the note said, "would be 
the imposition of restrictions only 
on types peculiarly suited to the 
needs of the United States. The 
United States cannot accept OB a 
distinct class surface combattant 
vessels of or below 10,000 tons arm- 
ed with guns or more than six and 
tip to eight inch calibre.

For real prosperity, the editor de-

There must also be something to 
work with, which necessitates live- 
stock.Dr. Jones Is Last Spealier. 
Dr. Luther G. Jones, agronomist 


from Texas A. and M. College, 
was the final speaker of the morn- 
ing and announced as his suoject, 
"Use 
Legumes—They Pay." He 


recalled the experience of Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota who outlawed 
nweet clover for several years, but 
v/ere forced to rescind their ac- 
tion in order to save all their soil 
from washing away. 
The beauty of using legumes as 


coil builders, the speaker asserted, 
was that1 they paid their returns In 
the next crop t ncl that it was not 
accessary to wait several years .for 
the dividend. 
Ho asserted that 


there was a need for more knowl- 
edge of legumes in the various sec- 
tions of the state, for most of the 
knowledge available was of a gen-1 
oral character. 
• The idea that the soil could be 
completely 
depleted of Its plant 
/ood was mistaken, the speaker 
declared, but he announced that it 
\vag possible to lower the amount 
co that no vegetation would result. 
/he use 
of . legumes deposited 


plant food in the soil for more 
jrops, serving a four-fold purpose 
as a binding agent, moisture hold- 
er, fertlllbcr, and an agent for' re- 
leasing the plant food in the soil. 
He also discussed the value of 


the legume crops as a means of 
preventing sheet wash which an- 
nually takes off one-fifteenth inch 
from the surface 'of the state in 
muddy water. 
Discussing the vaJua of terracing, 


Dr, Jones came out strongly in fav- 
or of this 
method of preventing 
washing, and said that 435,000 acres 
were1 terraced by county 
agents 
and teachers last year. 
In answer 
to a question, Dr, 
Jones stated that the kinds of Je- 
lumes recommended for this coun- 
ty .Included sweet clover, alfalfa, 
burr clover, vetch, cow-peas* and 
velvet beans. 
The clovers he*-as- 


serted should be planted in the fall. 
and then the following spring they 


could either be powed under or-b« 
allowed to make a feed crop, 
He pointed out that some of the 
legumes would rob the soil unless 
.they were innoculated with a, va- 
riety of parasite that enabled the 
plant to draw its supply of'nitro- 
gen from the air. Various means 
of innoculation* were then discuss- 
ed.Discussing the chemical analysis 
of the soil of this county, he de- 
clared 
that 
the 
soil was 
rich 
enough for all purposes in nitrate 
content. It was also brought out 
in discussion that a non-legume 
crop such as oats would be used to 
replenish plant food if It were used 
as a manure crop, and powed un- 
der.The value of legumea as a feed 
crop was presented and it was 
pointed out that the plants sup- 
plied lime that was badly needed 
most livestock. 
Dr. Jones warned his hearers 
that they must be In a position to 
take advantage of the nitrate add-, 
ed to the soil by the use o't le- 
gumes by following it Immediately 
with a crop or the nitrogen would 
wash out 
He declared that as a1 


general rule, he had found the use 
of fertilizers to supply nitrogen un- 
satisfactory.

This, scholarly organization, in a 


radically 'new .method, ihow' pro- 
poses: to exert a direct' influence 
upon the thought of the best stu- 
dents of'the country, 
and it is 


planning to invite the leading high 
schools of Texas tq participate in 
the urocram aiming to encourage 
intellectual achievement 
It does 
not propose to force its purposes 
upon any institution, but wishes 
simply for an opportunity to sup- 
plement by a national precedure 
what is being done locally. 
The tentative plan calls for the 
organization of scholarship 'socle- 
ties and careful watch will be kept 
that the standards of each local 
society conform to definite 
re- 
quirements. When a student has 
been a member .of his scholarship 
socielv over a definite period up to 
the time of graduation, he receives 
embossed upon, his university, cre- 
dentials "the seal of the federation 
and thus becomes a "seal bearer." 
This will result in a decline in the 
mortality rate of promising stu- 
dents it is believed.

On entering; college, tire incom- 
ing "seal bearer" will He assigned 
an adviser who has maiored in the 
particular field in which the new 
student is chieflv interested; ac- 
cordingly, the transition from home 
surroundings to a new Institution 
with its attendant perplexity con- 
fusion and homesickness will be 
made less frightful.

Although Superintendent H, D. 
Fillers stated Friday that he had 
not received anv correspondence 
concerning the movement .started 
by the national honor societies, he 
declared that he favored the/move- 
ment, and that the local high school 
had established a scholarship so- 
ciety based upon lines similar to 
those projected by the national or- 
ganization.

RELIGIOUS ISSUE INTO HIS 


CAMPAIGN FOR PRESIDENCY

tales at the same time last year, 
•rior to September 1, there had 
ieen ginned In the county 10,783 
bales making a total of 21,395 gin- 
ned in the 15 days between the re- 
>ortfl. If anything like that ratio 
tas been kept up during the past 
5 days practically 50,000 bales have 
>een ginned In this county up to 
Jctober 1. Scattered showers in 
he county in the past few days 
nterfered to some extent with1 pick- 
ng but not enough to materially 
ut down the proportion. 
In some sections of the county 
he crop half out, In other sec- 
Ions more than half out and in 
till other sections it has hardly 
lien touched. From the best ob- 
alnable report* indications are 
hat the crop is just about half out 
n-this-county. 
There were 7,700 bales of cotton 
weighed-In Corslcana on October 
' this year as compared with 7,275 
m the same date last year, a gain 
if 425 bales. 
With reasonably fair weather In 
which to gather the crop present 
irospects point to a production 
much larger than last year when 
approximately 75,000 bales were 
gathered. 
Conservative estimates 
place the production between eighty 
and eighty-five thousand with some 
estimates running a* high as 90,- 
100 bale*.

CHARGE OF MUROER 


'KING OF THE OSAGE HILLS" 


FACE JURY FOR THIRD 


TIME ON CHARGE 


PAWHUSKA, Okia., Oct. 1.—CR 
—In a little court house, nestled 
here amone the Osa.ee hills. W. K. 
Hale, wealthy rancher, today was 
uocketed for trial for the third time 
on a charge of murder of an Indian, 
Hei.ry Roan, one of several to die 
in what came to be known as the 
"Osage Reign of Terror." 


"The 
King of the Osage Hills," 
as he has been termed, again will 
be called upon to answer charges 
that he employed John Ramsel, 
cowboy farmer, to kill Roan, a full 
blood Osage, so that Hale might 
collect on a $25,000 insurance poli- 
cy which he had taken out on the 
Indian's life. Hale says he obtain- 
ed the policy to protect himself 
from the loss of money which Roan 
owed him. 
At Guthrie in 1926 Hale's trial re- 
sulted in a hung jury. At Oklaho- 
ma City a few months later, Hale 
and Ramsey were tried jointly, con- 
victed and sentenced to life impris- 
onment in United States district 
court. 
The United Sates circut court of 
appeals remanded the case, ruling 
that the men should have been 
tried separately. ^
